During the past year the village school has been remod- 
eled and an extra room for the primary grades has been add- 


ed. Ample room is now provided for ‘at least 100 pupils. | 


At present there are 175 pupils in town, of these 22 are in 
high school, 24 in the village grammar school, 24 in the vil- 


lage primary, 23 at South Liberty, 16 at Sherman’s Corner} 


and nine at the Prescott school. 


The high schvol has been equipped and studies arranged | 


to meet standard A grade requirements. | 

The Prescott school should be transported to the village 
next fall, because the pupils would get bette? instruction and 
a saving could be effected by so doing. 

Repairs should be made at Sherman’s Corner to the ex- 
tent of correcting the lighting and toilet conditions, so as | 
meet state requirements by Sept. 1, 1927. 

We recommend that the following budget be raised for 
school purposes next year

During the past municipal vear the elementary schools 
have been maintained thirty weeks. The pupils of the Pres: 
rott school, due to the fact that there were but eight pupils 
to attend that school, were brought to the village. The cost 
pf transportation, wages of teacher, and fuel for the Prescott 
chool, with the transportation from the Norton school last 
wear cost the town $25.00 a week. All of this is now taken

the greatest benefit is derived from the fact that the children

We wish to express our appreciation of the support and 
cooperation of the parents and other citizens in this matter. 
We wish, also, to recommend to the citizens and parents that 
schools start Aug 20,1928, so that the winter term wil! 
iclose January 11, 1929. This, we have reason to believe, 
iwill be a benefit, as the storms and cold weather after the

absence because of travelling conditions and sickness.

There are 105 pupils enrolled in the elementary schools o 
this town and four pupils from this town attend the Eas 
Palermo school and three attend the McFarland’s Corne 
school in Montville, making a total of 112 elementary pu 
pils. They are enrolled as follows: Sherman’s Corner 18 
South Liberty 28, Village Grammar 24 and the Village Pri 
mary 30. 

The high school enrolled 29 pupils, 4 of whom are tuitio 
pupils. As there are no pupils in the senior class this yeat 
and eight to enter from this town next fall, there promises tc 
be an enrollment of 37 students in the high school next year. 

During the past year running water has been installed 
into the Village school, the furnace repaired and cold air re- 
turns installed. At Sherman’s Corner toilets have been con- 
nected with the building and a new chimney built. 

All the schools need blackboards, more seats are needed 
in the high and grammar schools, more windows should be 
put into the grammar and high school rooms and all the 
huildings need painting These things are called to your at 
tention at this time so that they may be taken care of asthe 
necessary funds can be provided. In the past four years 
much needed equipment and books have been provided. | 
Many needed improvements have been made in the buildings | 
and, as comfortable buildings, adequate equipment and, 
most of all, good teachers are agencies necessary for main- 
taining good schools, the success and product of your schools

will depend entirely upon your ability to provide them. 

We wish to commend the interest taken in the schools by 
the Parent-Teachers’ Association and hope all the parents 
will take an active interest in the activities, condition and 
needs of the schools. 

A survey of all elementary ‘schools and all things and 
conditions effecting elementary schocls is to be made in Wal- 
do County during the spring term, ueder the direction of the 
State Department of Education. We hope this will produce 
information which can be used in the future to assist in 1m_ 
proving our schools aud we hope that it will produce data 
by which we can compare the success of our schools with 
communities in like situations, as well as with larger com- 
munities who can provide with greater ease for their schools.

We herewith respectfully present our annual report of 
the schools of the town of Liberty: - 

During the past municipal year the elementary schools 
have been maintained thirty weeks, but beginning with 
the next municipal year all elementary schools will be main- 
tained thirty-two weeks to answer the new school law be- 
ginning July 1, 1929. 

There should be some changes made on the the Village 
building The high school is congested and the elementary 
room is very dark and dismal, the ceiling being so low that 
the lighting is very poor, 

The Sherman’s Corner and South Liberty schools need 
different heating and ventilating facilities and need to be 
painted on the inside. 

New blackboards have been furnished to all the schools 
and we have strived to equip the schools with the proper 
text-books, so as to improve the standards of our schools. 

The schools should be wired for electricity. It is not a 
iuxury, but a necessity to provide proper light on dark days 
and for laboratory purposes. Education is not static, but 
instead we are living in an age of continual changes and we 
want the education of our youth to be on a par with other 
towns aud cities: 
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In behalf of the Town of Libertv we wish to express our 
appreciation for the paint donated by Donald S. Walker for 
the high school building. 

In conclusion, we wish to say that w ve appreciate the 
untiring efforts of the teachers and the cooperation of the 
parents and other citizens of the town.
